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Election/Restrictions 

1 Claims 3, 5, 6, 20-32 and 35-36 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to anonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement. However, 
applicant has not provided any argument as to why Species I and II should not be restricted one 
from the other. Applicant merely recites what is shown and described in the specification with 
respect to Figure 3. Hence, claims 3,5,6, directed to Species I will not be considered for the 
pmpose of this Office Action. In addition, the amended claim 1 is not a generic claim for both 
species. The restriction is hereby made FINAL. 

Drawings 

2. The proposed drawing correction filed on 2/23/2004 has not been entered. The proposed 
Figure 2 introduced new matter into the specification. The original claim 6 does not disclose 
where a third common side between the compartments resides and the new drawing does not 
support an additional area between 2 1 5 and 2 1 5 A. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first and second compartment 
attached to each other by more than two common sides must be shown or the features canceled 
from claim 6. No new matter should be entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-2,4,7-16, 19 and 33 are allowed. 
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5. Applicant should cancel the non-elected claims to place the case in condition for 
allowance.
